Steubenville, June 9.—(Special)— 
The latest scheme for changing the 
county lines of Columbiana county 
comes from East Liverpool. It Is noth- 
« ing less than a proposition that Colum­ 
biana donate the best part of its terri­ 
tory to Jefferson. 
Briefly, it s proposed to set off to 
Jefferson county a portion of Colum- 
biana, small in territory, yet the most 
populous and valuable which the coun- 
* ty contains—in other words, to make 
East Liverpool and Wellsville Jeffer­ 
son county cities. 
Alluring as is the prospect held out, 
and glad as Jefferson county would be 
to see it realized, it cannot be said 
that the project has received any seri­ 
ous or 
substantial 
encouragement 
^here. the people of Steubenville look­ 
ing upon it as utterly chimerical and 
impossible of realization. 
H. W. Smith, of East Liverpool is 
either the promoter or the accredited 
agent of the fathers of the scheme. 
Lately he spent some time here boom­ 
ing the project. Naturally the idea 
was favorably received, though doubt 
was expressed by every well posted 
p] man who was consulted upon it as to 
its practicability. 
Whom Mr. Smith represents besides 
himself is not very plain. In conver­ 
sation with leading citizens here he is 
said to have mentioned the name of 
'one prominent and wealthy citizen of 
East Liverpool as backing the project, 
and one only. He is also credited with 
the statement that ex-Judge P. M. 
Smith, of Wellsville, is in favor of the 
proposed change, and willing to do 
what he can to bring Wellsville and 
its people into line for it. 
One of the Amt persons approached 
by Mr. Smith while here was Hon. 
John M. Cook, circuit judge, a former 
resident of Columbiana county, where 
his friends are numerous. He told 
Mr. Smith that the project was im­ 
possible of realization. In order to 
change county lines a majority of the 
people of the district affected must 
vote in favor of the change, and a ma­ 
jority of the people of Columbiana 
county would never vote Jo give their 
best and wealthiest territory to anoth­ 
er county. He said: 
“I have known 
of the project for some days. Every­ 
body in Steubenville and Jefferson 
county would favor it, if it were prac­ 
tical. The business men of the two 
cities, whom I know personally, are 
men of sagacity and business enter­ 
prise who have few equals. The citi­ 
zens generally are intelligent and in­ 
dustrious, and would be valuable add!- 
tions to our population. East Liver­ 
pool and Wellsville would double our 
Republican majority in the county, and 
we would certainly welcome them, if 
they desired to come. But I fear there 
are too many obstacles in the way.” 
Hon. R. G. Richards, common pleas 
judge, said he regarded the proposition 
\ery favorably. He predicted that in 
a few years there would be a continu­ 
ous city from Mingo to East Liverpool, 
aud pointed out the advantage of hav­ 
ing the territory united.

LINCOLN’S DISPATCHES. 


Why Many of Them Were Hated 
Prom the W ar Department. 
Surprise Is often expressed by very 
intelligent people that so large a pro­ 
portion of President Lincoln’s most im­ 
portant telegrams aud some of Ids let­ 
ters are dated from the war depart­ 
ment instead of the executive mansion 
anti none of them from tilt* navy, trens 
ary or other administrative bureaus 
This is generally deemed ii very singu 
lar foot, aud from it writers have 
plausibly drawn Hie conclusion that 
Lincoln personally liked tho secretary 
of war bettor than any of Hie other 
cabinet officers. While tills indeed ap 
prnrs to have boon true, it does not nee 
e-sM’iiy so follow. 
Ile certainly held 
Mr. Seward iii high regard, yet be gel 
dom*went to the state department. 
In tin* circumstances it was not at all 
singular. Tho explanation is easy. Wa* 
was tilt* business of that time, anti Liu 
coin’s eyes were always bent to the 
army, especially when great military 
events were impending, lit* habitually 
haunted Hie adjacent war department 
and army headquarters, where nbodr 
General Ballock, his military advise/, 
for news and views. Head and heart 
were strenuously concentrated on the 
fight, wherever It might he. His fortiIt 
brain saw, too, the critical points in th* 
game oftentimes far more clearly thai 
some of Ids so called ‘‘ablest generals.’ 
Ile not only wished to know what wa* 
going on iii the field, but performed lib 
own part nobly. In the heat of notiofl 
or at crucial moments his orders, sug 
jest Iona and inquiries were fired off 
spontaneously from wherever he might 
he at the moment, and at such periods 
he was generally "over at the war tie 
partUHnit” with Mr. Stanton. That is 
the cldef reason why so many of his 
dispatches are dated at flint depart 
ment and not been use he perhaps hotel 
Stanton in higher esteem than Hie see 
rotary of the navy or state or treasury 
— Llppineott's Magazine.
